large quantities of inflammable gas in the 
earth mi(;ht be detected in season to pre- 
vent disastrous consequences, 


—M. Muntz, by means of a test so del- 


icate as to detect the presence of alcoho 
in a million times its weight in water, has 
found that alcohol exists in all natural 
waters except very pure spring-water. It 
is found in greater quantity in snow, and 
without doubt floats as vapor in the air. 


In New Jersey a prohibitory bill was 


under consideration in the House of Rep- 
resentatives, but was so loaded with ob- 
jectionable amendments that it was with- 
drawn by its friends. 


A local option bill, prepared by the 


State Temperance Alliance of Delaware, 
has passed the House of Representatives 
by a vote of 11 to 8.

ters of Kentucky, we will measure unto

Nebraska's legislature has passed a strin- 


gent license bill, requiring incities of the 
over 10,000 inhabitants, a license of 
$1,000, and in the rest of the State $500, 
thirty petitioners to certify respectability, 
three bondsmen to justify in $5,000 each 
—both dealers and bondsmen to be re- 
sponsible for all direct and indirect dam- 
ages, no blinds, curtains or screens on 
doors or windows of saloons.

In Michigan the legislature refused to 


adopt a bill providing for a constitutional 
amendment, consequently the Republic- 
can State Convention, held in Lansing, 
Fubrtmry 23, passed the following • 


"Resolved, That the people in all Re- 


publican forms of government have dele- 
egated to the legislature the power to 
make the laws, to the executive the power 
of enforcing the laws, to the judiciary the 
right of interpreting the laws, hut they 
have reserved to themselves exclusively 
the right and power of making, altering", 
or amending their constitution, the fun- 
damental law. 


"Resvh-ed, That when the people, by 


petition, manifest a desire to alter or 
amend 
the constitution, their wishes' 


should receive that consider ition to which 
they are entitled ns coming from the 
souice of all political power."

In North Carolina a bill has passed both

perly belonged to the organs of mastica- 
tion. These unnatural drafts on nature's 
forces must, unless checked, tell sooner or 
later on the general health. The bolting 
of food was almost universal in this coun- 
try, and second to no other cause in pro- 
ducing indigestion. The use of liquids 
during a meal was nil wrong, for the rea- 
son that it tended to a disuse of the or- 
gans of mastication, while plenty of liquid 
before and after a meal was not only 
proper but beneficial. 
Nothing, however, 


should bo taken into the stomach that was 
either hotter than the blood or colder 
than the atmosphere. Unnecessary des- 
sert, eaten when the appetite was already 
sated, was another 
evil, while a still 


further cause of indigestion lav In the 
growing practice of indulging in hearty 
six-o'clock dinners. 
The Professor ad- 


mitted, however, that for certain classet 
of business-moil, such as bankers, Board 
of Trade people, etc , a noonday dinner 
would practically amount to suicide : but 
for people who could cat a hearty dinner 
in the middle of the day, and who were 
in the habit of retiring enrlv, an evening 
dinner was wholly inadvisable, for the 
reason that it allowed too little time for 
digestion.

weeks previously they had attempted to j 
enter the same place. Farther investiga- 
tion of the crime and its tragic result 
show that Arthur Foster was a theological 
student studying for the ministry, and 
that on completing his studies at the 
Phillips Academy, he intended to enter 
the Andover Theological Seminary By 
the confession of the surviving brother, 
it appears that the pair entered and 
robbed Wilson's place six months ago, 
securing $1000 in money and gold watches. 
Mr Wilson had in his room some f 75.- 
000 worth of stocks, bonds and other se- 
curities, the property being under no 
other protection than the owner's rifle. 
The object of tfie men was to secure if 
possible all this booty, intending to re- 
-ot-tto violence if necessary to accomplish 
their end, they being fully armed. Both 
had previously been in Wilson's employ, 
and had no difficulty in passing the watch- 
dog on the premises. The dead burglar 
was only twenty-one years old. It is 
thought now that other robberies here- 
abouts were committed by the Fosters."
